There
were more colored people in South Carolina than
there were whites, and we were foreed to get
down the shotiun when they attempted to have
these blucks dictate to us what form of govern-
ment we should have, Yis, we oceasionully
Iynch a nigger Jdown there. Why don't we let
the courts try the case? Because the men of
the South are not white-livered ernough to per-
mit our wives amd daughters—eote,, ete.—in
oihier words, because vou men of the North are
too whitedivered to Know your duty to your
wives and danghters, That's why., And we are
going to keep right on doing as we have done
s#0 long as we have any shotguns left,

We have created
since March 14, thiy year, 820 new national
banks, These banks have been established
tliroughent the country—small banks, with cap-
itals of 350,000 snd #25,000—disteibuted among
the agriculiural districts, and they give not only
facility, but protection, They are, in fact, the
gymhols of onr tremendous progress and develop-
ment. From March, 1803, to Mareh, 1897, there
wore 158 natlonal bank {ailures, From March,
1497, to Maveh, 1900, there were 34 failures.
